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WASHINGTON. (JF) — Majority 
Leader Barkley told the senate to¬ 
day President Roosevelt does not 
want to use government funds for 
building public utility piants com¬ 
peting with priv,ately owned sys¬ 
tems until private utilities have 
been given an opportunity to sell 
their holdings at "a reasonable 
price." 

Barkley’s statement came dur¬ 
ing .senate debate on a proposal to 
forbid the use of PWA funds for 
constructing plants which would 
compete with privately owned sys¬ 
tems. 

The restriction was recom¬ 
mended by the senate appropria¬ 
tions committee as an amendment 
to the administration's 53,000,000.- 
000 lending-spending measure. 

If the restriction on PWA allot¬ 
ments is eliminated, Barkley as¬ 
serted he W 2 is "authorised to say” 
that the President would not allo¬ 
cate funds for building public sys¬ 
tems unle,ss municipalities have "in 
good faith made an offer to pur¬ 
chase the exi,sting private plant.” 

Barkley said the power question 
was discussed at a recent confer¬ 
ence between the President, him¬ 
self, Speaker Bankhead and House 
Majority Leader Rayburn. 

“The President,” he said, “took 
the position that federal money 
ought not to be allocated for the 
construction of public utilities 
where there is an existing private 
utility whose rates are regulated 
by a public authority until and un¬ 
less the municipality or other po¬ 
litical subdivision made in good 
faith an offer to purchase at a fair 
price the existing privately owned 
and operated plant, 

"This position was agreed to by 
all those present at the confer¬ 
ence.” 

Before the .senate took up the ' 
utilities question it overrode its 
appropriations committee and re- 
.stored to the .spenjing-lending bill 
the public works appropriation of 
SQe.o.OOO.OOO previously approved 
by the house. 

The action came on a .standing 
vote after Senator Haydon (D., 
Ariz.) had led a floor fight to in¬ 
crease the 5865.000,000 total which j 
the committee approved. 


WASHINGTON. (JPl — Japan 
agreed today to meet almost all 
demands for restitution of Ameri¬ 
can property in China and for the 
right of unhindered return of 
Americans to their posts there. 

The .state department, on the 
basis of telegrams from the Amer¬ 
ican consul general at Shanghai, 
announced that: 

The Japanese re.stored to the 
American Southwest Baptist mis¬ 
sion yesterday their high school 
properties in the Chapel district 
of Shanghai. 

The Japane.se military authori¬ 
ties have agreed to the return of 
American missionaries to Nanking 
and have issued 10 pa.sses for this 
purpose. 

Meanwhile Ambassador Grew at 
Tokyo was informed today by the 
Japanese foreign office that Ja¬ 
pan was sending an "interdepart¬ 
mental committee to visit the Jap¬ 
anese controlled area in Central 
China not only to investigate the 
situation relating to the occupancy 
of American property but also 
to fromulate means for satisfac¬ 
tory adjustment of the situation.” 

"This announcement, said the

This suggestion comes from a 
young mother who thinks such SJi 
organization is a crying need. 

They have three small children 
and their budget doesn’t allow for 
much to spend on recreation. But 
because of this, is it fair that they 
should be denied a social life ? Of 
course It Is not and doubtless 
there are many other parents In 
the same boat. 

If any or all of these are in¬ 
terested in Mrs. X’s plan and will 
send any suggestions or plans for 
such an organization, I shall glad¬ 
ly forward your letters on to her: 

Dear Miss Stoddard: "rhls Is a 
letter I have been contemplating 
for some time. I am one pf these 
more or less confused young 
mothers she has in mind, with a 
number of relatives but no friends 
to turn to for mutual advice and 

encouragement. 

We have lived here for six years 
and near it for most of our lives, 
but we don’t know a single young 
couple in our own circumstances 
whom we could really call friends. 
We have been handicapped, of 
course, by having three small 
children and a considerable lack 
of funds, so that we just don’t 
go many places where we would 
meet our own kind of people. 

It came to me that there must 
be a number of young families in 
very similar circumstances as 
ours; drifting rather bewllderedly 
through the tide of amazing 
events and developments of our 
■ amazing generation. We are try¬ 
ing to do our best with our chil¬ 
dren, but how can we guide them 
when Wte ourselves cannot show 
the way? We have tried going 
to church, but the churches are 
not solving the problem. We have 
gone to a few meetings but the 
problems of the unmarried young¬ 
er set are In no way concerned 
with ours either. 

Now here is my suggestion. 
Why not a club consisting of 
young married folks who either 
have or Intend to have children? 
Of course we have our pre-school 
and our P.-T. A. groups, but these 
do not as a rule have much in¬ 
terest for the fathers. I am sug¬ 
gesting a social club (with some¬ 
one to mind the children) which 
will also have an interest in, or 
will devote some of its time to 
these precious babies of ours, 
especially from the father’s point 
of view. 

From reading the problems that 
come up in your column, I know 
that too many of us young moth¬ 
ers are struggling to keep up with 
modern ideas with very little help 
from the other half, whose own 
mental confusion often leads him 
to follow the course of least re¬ 
sistance to the card room and beer 
parlor, and from there to the di¬ 
vorce court.

Such a .suit, if .successful, might 
give Edgar B. Hervey, San Diego 
attorney, a total of nearly $9000 
in fees under his percentage agree¬ 
ment with the county board. 

FEE MAN VS. FEE .MA.N 

Hervey would collect 27 >2 per 
rent of "any and all sums of j 
money or things of value recov -1 
ered" for the county, under terms 
of the supervi.sors’ agreement with j 
him, one sentence in which was 
the first indication Hervey's duties 
would extend beyond the que.stion 
of .statutory fees, center of the I 
board's controversy with officials I 
over the salary ordinance. 

The "tipoff" on the board’s In¬ 
tention is contained in their re.so- 
lution appointing Hervey ".special 
■ coun.sel to a.ssi.st the di.strict at- 
torney." 

SALARY ORDINANCE NEW 

It mentions fee.s, commissions 
and monies belonging to the coun¬ 
ty, "but Illegally and erroneously 
retained by said officials during 
the pa.st several years ...” 

Since the .salary ordinance has 
been in effect only seven months, 
"past several years," courthou.se 
observers malntaii., must mean 
something besides the fees over 
which the present battle rages. 

The pri.soner-feeding situation, 
briefly, is this: 

State law makes it the sheriff's 
duty to feed the prisoners in the 
jail. It provides he .shall have a 
"reasonable amount” to pay for 
the food, and specifies that that 
amount shall not be le.ss than 12 
cents per pri.soncr per meal. 

WEST SUSri-XlTS PROFIT 

Supervi.sors, particularly N. E. 
West—whose attack on the sheriff 
led to sharp words last year be¬ 
lieve Jack.son may have made a 
profit hy feeding the prisoners at 
a. cost of less than 12 cents. Jack- 
son has returned to the county 
several thousanad dollars in profits 
on feeding of federal pri.soner.s, 
which is a different matter from 
the county pri.soner .setup. 

If he has fed the county 
prisoners for nine cents or .so, as 
West believes, does the profit be¬ 
long to Jack.son or to the county? 
That question may be .settled if 
Hervey files suit. Some attorneys 
say the feeding has been a matter 
. of contract, and that if Jack.son 
has made any profit it is hi.s. 

Suppose Jackson has made an 
average profit of three cents per 
meal per prisoner by careful huv- 
ing In large quantitic.s, and that 
his jail population averages 200. 
$l'2 A DAY! 

Most prisoners get two meals a 
day, except chain gang workers 
and trusties, who get three. Fig¬ 
ured on a two-meal-a-day basis 
for 200 pri.soners, a three-cent 
profit would mean 400 meals and 
a $12 profit every day. 

Jackson has been in office sini^e 
■Jan. 1, ig.OS- 1979 days. At $12 
a day, the profit at that theoretical 
rate would he $23,748. 

Hervey’s .share, should he re¬ 
cover that amount of money for 
the county, would be taken out of 
the county's $23,748 and would 
amount to $6,530.70. 

Add to that the $2500 Hervey 
may collect if he succeeds in hav-

CAREER OF STEPHENS . . . 

The man who served as vice- 
prealdent of the Confederate states 
during the Civil war lived to serve 
in the United States senate! 

He was Alexander Hamilton 
Stephens. Born a Georgian in 
1812, Stephens was a member of 
the Georgia state legislature and 
in 1843 was elected to congress 
on a general ticket. While ever 
loyal to the South, Stephens op- 
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By R. B. FULLER 


posed the strong "Southern 
Rights” movement that threatened 
to result in secession In 1850. 

Always an opponent of secession 
Stephens acquiesced when Geor¬ 
gia withdrew from the Union. He 
threw in with the South strongly, 
and in 1862 was elected vice- 
president of the Confederacy. 

Stephens left Richmond and re¬ 
turned to his Georgia home. There 
he was arrested by Federals in 


1865 and imprisoned in Boston for i 
several months. He was later re¬ 
leased on his own parole. 

In 1866 Stephens was elected to 
the U. S. senate but was refused 
a seat because of reconstruction 
controversy. Then, in 1874, he 
succeeded in Joining the lower 
house of congress where he re¬ 
mained until 1882, resigning to 
become governor of Georgia.

Santa Ana Junior college this year loses two of its 
most distinguished faculty members, a thinker and an 
administrator. 

The retirement of E. M. Nealley and L. L. Beeman 
will leave a gap in the college’s classroom and extra-cur¬ 
ricular life which will be hard to fill. 

Like W. M. Clayton, beloved vice principal of Santa 
Ana High school, who also retires to a well-earned rest 
this year, Mr. Nealley and Mr. Beeman have carved them¬ 
selves a permanent place in the hearts of generations of 
Santa Ana and in the already-enviable record of Orange 
county’s educational institutions. 

Mr. Nealley remembers well the days when the whole 
junior college student body would gather in his home for 
parties or “bull sessions.’’ So do hundreds of former stu¬ 
dents, whose own children now are at junior college age. 
They all are sorry to see him retire, but glad they had the 
privilege of knowing and studying with him. 

Mr. Beeman, with a reputation for making constitu¬ 
tions, economics and other possib!y-dry subjects alive and 
interesting, has been even better known as an adviser. 
His good judgment and common sense have guided many 
a bewildered youngster during his generation of service 
to Santa Ana students. Social science, Y. M. C. A. and 
debating groups, among others, have flourished because 
of the spark of energy he gave them. 

Junior college students, past and present, will be 
sorry to lose these two men. Other teachers may well 
envy their records and the immense influence toward 
right-thinking and right-living which their keen, under¬ 
standing minds have exerted. They retire with the satis¬ 
faction of knowing they have done a hard job well; and 
a community’s thanks cannot be measured.

Wanton Bloodshed 

In spite of everything that has been said, written 
and observed about the dangers of fireworks, we Ameri¬ 
cans go on killing and wounding .’mmense numbers of our¬ 
selves with them every Fourth of July. 

In fact, in recent years the carnage again has been 
sharply increasing. The Journal is just in receipt of a 
bulletin from the American Medical association showing 
that 1937 was an especially disastrous year in that respect, 
with 20 deaths ano no less tha.n 7205 injuries to persons 
from Independence Day fireworks and firearms. 

John Hix, in his “Strange as It Seems” feature, has 
pointed out that the number of persons killed by fireworks 
since 1900 alone in celebrating America’s independence is 
greater than the number of American soldiers killed in 
the war for independence. The figfures are 4044 killed in 
the war, 4290 killed by fireworks so far during the 20th 
century. Seriously wounded American soldiers in the war 
numbered 6000; from fireworks in the last 37 vears the 
number exceeds 120,000. 

Supposedly civilized California is no exception in this 
matter. Last year this state had one death, 458 bums 
and lacerations, 20 eye injuries, loss of finger, hand or 
other member to seven persons, a total of 485 injuries, 
'rom Fourth of July fireworks. 

This is senseless and wanton bloodshed, and every 
humane American ought to enlist in a campaign to bring 
't to an end.

Granting that if the figure were very considerably 
higher, the South might have a case because of freight 
rates, climate and other points, nevertheless, somewhere 
there ought to be a baseline. Otherwise, if the weekly 
figure were $1 or $5 or $8 there would still be the cry for 
differentials. 

We believe that this nation, which prides itself on 
being the richest in the world, has no valid reason to tear 
itself up in a struggle over a baseline of $11 for 44 hours. 

Furthermore, to those who fear the “escalator”—the 
clause that would run the wage up to $16 a week and the 
hours down to 40 in three years—to those it should be said 
that if the dire results they are predicting show up at 
ll-and-44 the same power which passes the 1938 bill can 
in the future modify or abolish the escalator. 

So it boils down to $11. Is that too much ? If it is, 
then let’s quit patting ourselves on our backs about being 
the richest nation.

MEN WHO PLAN NOW 

It is strange. But it happens 
so often that it must be a response 
to something basic in human na¬ 
ture. In so-called hard times, 
when many businessmen forlornly 
complain that “there is no busi¬ 
ness,” other businessmen contrive 
to find business; and, what is per¬ 
haps still more astonishing, new 
enterprises put down roots, get a 
healthy start, make sturdy begin¬ 
nings of vigorous growth. 

Is it that these business “downs” 
have special purposes which many 
of us, blinded by ea.sy success in 
more prosperous periods, fail tc 
see and use? 

The late Edward A, Filene, a 
merchant of Boston, Mass,, whose 
thinking was never bounded by na¬ 
tional borders, once said: “I have 
noticed that business success tends 
to breed business failure. Suc¬ 
cess often makes men contented; 
lessens incentive. It is when peo¬ 
ple are not doing very well with 
what they already have, that they 
are most willing to listen to and 
try out new ideas that may save 
them.” 

A certain chewing-gum manu¬ 
facturer, a great believer in ad¬ 
vertising, undertook one of hi.' 
most impressive advertising cam¬ 
paigns during a time of severe 
business stringency. His compet¬ 
itors were cutting down, or cutting 
out their advertising. He doubled 
his appropriation. He reasoned 
that with fewer advertisements 
seeking reader attention, his own 
aggressive copy would attract all 
the more notice; and it worked out 
exactly that way. 

Great industrial improvements 
have been made, or initiated, in 
periods far from prosperous. 
Charles E. Duryea, first to build a 
successful gasoline automobile in 
the United States, began his first 
car in 1891, was building his fifth 
in 1894; and between those two 
years the country was passing 
through one of the worst p:inics 
ever known. The basic work on 
the first successful telephone was 
done by Alexander Graham Bell 
in the early ’70s, when the United 
States was rocked by the post-Civ- 
il War panic. Instances of this 
kind, great or sm;ill, could be mul¬ 
tiplied almost endlessly, but more 
to the point would bo the personal 
parallel many a reader may draw 
as he recalls times when he was 
so hard put to it that, to survive, he 
had to do strenuous new thinking 
and make drastic revi.sions of un¬ 
profitable habits—which revealed 
hitherto untapped potentialities 
that proved his salvation . . . and 
more. 

Men who plan contructivcly 
now, may find that these so-c:ilIpd 
troubled times, viewed in the light 
of what they can do for us instead 
of what they appear to be doing to 
us, will yield magic returns.
